Mr. Ar- 
baugh says that the chargeB which 
were brought against him a few days 
age by an obstreperous pupil were 
trumped up, and that he has been 
fully vindicated by the superinten- 
dent and the board of education. He 
says that the pupil, 
whose 
father 


complained to 
the 
humane 
office 


specifying charges of cruelty, is an 
ungovernable youngster, but that he 
never inflicted any such punishment 
on the boy as was slated 
in 
the 


charges. 


"Mr. Arbaugh says that nothing 


more will be heard of the matter, 
and he regrets that the newspapers 
gave such a small matter such wide 
publicity." 


The above, taken from the 
St. 


Marys Leader and copied this morn- 
ing in the Gazette, justifies me in 
making public the facts relative to 
the recent treatment administered to 
roy son by John C. Arbaugh, prin- 
cipal of the west Spring street school 
Heretofore I have refrained 
from 


giving any statement for publication, 
believing that justice and 
fairness 


would be the ultimate result. 
After 


satisfying myself beyond a question 
as to how Arbaugh treated my son 
by pulling his hair out, beating and 
bruising his fac*e and neck and mak- 
ing threatening statements to him 
in the event he revealed to his par- 
ents the 
punishment 
received, 
I 


promptly communicated with Mr. J. 
V. Smiley, president of the Humane. 
Society. Mr. Smiley, after proper in- 
vestigation, 
secured 
information 


which jutsifled Kim filing complaint 
before Judge Dempster. Arbaugh was 
placed under bond of $200.00 for 
his appearance (tomorrow) 
Satur- 


day. 


When 'the matter became known to 


Prof. Joan Davison, Superintendent, 
that .gentleman, -acting for peace and 
in the interest of the schools, re- 
quested of xme certain 
concessions 


which I acceded to conditionally, viz: 
That Arbaugti appear before Messrs. 
Smiley, Davison, my son and myaelf 
and make a frank and open admis- 
sion of hts conduct, 
offer 
proper 


apology* and promise that 
brutal- 


ity, 
not only to my son but to all 


pupils of the school, should cease. 


This meeting was held in 
Prof. 


Davison's office, Tuesday 
afternoon 


between four and sis o'clock. The 
case was gone into carefully by Prof. 
Davison and my son told of the ac- 
tion of Arbaugh but he protested his 
innocence. Prof. Davison then ad- 
ministered to Arbaugh a severe re- 
primand, accompanied by wise and 
friendly advice, and left no 
ques- 


tion of a doubt as to his position, 
making His statements emphatic that 
he did not approve of brutal treat- 
ment and forbade 
any recurrence 


of such actions, stating that should 
conditions arise where drastic meas- 
ures were necessary to Co.il for him 
and he would deal with the case per- 
sonally, 
He also admonished Ar- 


baugh from discussing this case in 
an> 
r manner, and reauested that the 


matter be closed. 
Acting upon this 


assumption I very reluctanly agreed 
to 1st the matter drop. 


Now, 
however, that Arbaugh has 


attempted to show that he has been 
vindicated by Prof. Davison and the 
school board, I feel, not only in jus- 
tice to myself and family, but to 
Prof. Davison and the board, that a 
true statement of facts be published. 
Prof. Davison was very much sur- 
prised and grieved when his atten- 
tion was called to Arbaugh's latest 
publication 
and 
he emphatically 


stated that, no vindication had been 
made, either by himself or the school 
board. 
The question was discussed 


by members of the board after ad- 
journment, but not while in official 
session. The board members were 
not in a position to condemn or vin- 
dicate for the reason that the case 
h'ad not officially been brought be- 
fore them. 


No parent in Lima has a higher 


appreciation of the value of the edu- 
cational work here than myself, and 
I would be the last person to cause 
discord or disruption, but Arbaugh's 
action should not be passed 
over 


Hghtly.
